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CURFEWS SEEM TO TAMP DOWN PROTESTS, CURTAIL VIOLENCE 


In St. Louis 
area, large 
crowds don’t 
materialize

ST. LOUIS Cur- 
fews imposed in St. Louis 
and other regional cit- 
ies Tuesday appeared to 
tamp down protests and 
episodes of violence that 
had earlier startled public 
officials. 

Traffic was light in 
places like downtown 
St. Louis and the Central 
West End neighborhood 
of the city. Relatively few 
people were seen in down- 
town Ferguson, although 
a crowd of about 50 later 
gathered outside the po- 
lice department. Some 
had jugs of milk, presum- 
ably to rinse their eyes of

Ransacked businesses in St. Louis reopen

ST. LOUIS — The first two men 
who broke into Johnny’s Food Mart 
stole some cigarettes and left. Then 
others saw the broken door and 
swarmed inside, the store’s owner 
said, taking more tobacco and 
other items like hats and money. 

“These were not protesters,” said 
owner Johnny Ali, who recognized 
some of the looters on surveil- 
lance video. “It was two thieves 
who broke in and stole things, and 
people in the neighborhood saw 
they could get in” 

The store at 4300 Chippewa 
Street in the Bevo Mill neighbor- 
hood was one of more than 70 in 
the city to be ransacked late Mon- 
day and early Tuesday. Widespread 
looting followed a day of peaceful 
protests spurred by the killing of 
George Floyd in the custody of 
Minneapolis police last week. 

Few parts of the city were spared 
— the damage stretched from River 
des Peres to Interstate 70. A pre- 
liminary list provided by police 
showed more than 60 burglaries 
at businesses, including 17 at cell- 
phone stores, nine beauty supply

stores, eight cash or pawn shops 
and three Foot Lockers, not in- 
cluding seven property-damage 
reports, to ATMs, car dealerships, 
even a church. The downtown 
7-Eleven at 201 North 17th Street 
was burglarized and set on fire. 
And some parts of the city 
hadn’t even been tallied by police: 


Vandals and looters hit the Wash- 
ington Avenue entertainment dis- 
trict, downtown, where windows 
were broken and plywood covered 
at least 15 store fronts from Bella’s 
Frozen Yogurt at 1021 Washington 
to a strip of businesses in the 700

WASHINGTON — Un- 
deterred by curfews, pro- 
testers streamed back into 
the nation’s streets Tues- 
day, hours after President 
Donald Trump pressed 
governors to put down 
the violence set off by 
George Floyd’s death and 
demanded that New York 
call up the National Guard 
to stop the “lowlifes and 
losers.” 

As more demonstra- 
tions began taking shape 
around the country, and 
cities including Washing- 
ton prepared for the pos- 
sibility of more violence, 
the president amplified

Jones wins historic victory in Ferguson race

ST. LOUIS COUNTY — Coun- 
cilwoman Ella Jones was elected 
mayor of Ferguson on Tues- 
day, becoming the first African 
American to lead the St. Louis 
suburb that became nationally 
known after a police officer killed 
a black teen. 

Jones, who also will be the

first woman to serve as the city’s 
mayor, secured her historic vic- 
tory with 54% of the vote over 
Councilwoman Heather Robi- 


nett, who had 46%. 

“It’s just our time,” Jones, 65, 
said in an interview Tuesday 
night. “It’s just my time to do 
right by the people.” 

Asked what her election means 
for Ferguson’s black residents, 
she responded: “One word: in- 
clusion.”
